Hon. Henry P. Scherer, Mayor—Dear 
Sir:—I notice an account in the Bos- 
ton papers of the dedication of a 
monument to Oeneral Lawton in your 
city. 
Last April we organized -a 


post of civil war veterans in Law- 
fence, giving it the name of General 
Lawton. and we have a fine portrait 
of the general hanging in our as- 
sembly rooms.

stitutions located in 
Allen county 


hat come within the hoard's prov- 
nce have made a report to Judge 
O'Rourke of the Allen ciicuit court. 
The leport in full is as follows:

O'Bourke, Judge Circuit Court, 
Allen County, Indiana: 
Sir:—In 


accordance with the requirements 
o( "An act to provide boards of 
county charities and 
corrections, 


and define the powers and duties of 
said boards," the undersigned take 
pleasure in submitting this, their 
leport covering the period 
fiom 


August 3, 18B&, to June 4, 1900. 


The board was organised and ap- 


pointed August 3, 1899, and elected 
its offieeiB as provided in said act, 
It submitted reports to the state 
board of chaiities and to the county 
commissioners of Allen county for 
the quarters ending 
December 4, 


1399, and March 5, 1900. They 
will also foiward to said bodies 
copies of this ispoit cs requited by 
la.w. 


The law requires this boaid, or a 


committee of the boaul, to visit the 
several Institutions in the county 
at least once during each quarter 
in each year, but does not provide 
the means with which they can 
leach those institutions that are 
situated remote from the city, a 
defect in, the lft& 'which the next 
legislature should rectify.' 


THE COUNTY ,POOB ASYLUM. 


This board, or a committee there- 


of, visited thia institution Novem- 
ber 11, 1809, March 1, 1900, and 
June 1, 1900, in all three times. 


The Allen county poor asylum is 


situated on the west side of the 
Bluffton road, about one-half mile 
southwest from the bridge 
over 


the St. Marys river. 
The 
farm 


contains two hundred 
and five 


acres (205), and is mostly under 
cultivation with the exception of 
the portions' occupied by the build- 
ings and grounds. 


The building now used for a part 


of the main institution was bnllt 
some years ago. 
Additions have 


been made from time to time as the 
requirements demanded, and it is 
now of sufficient capacity to ac- 
commodate many more than its 
present population. It is built of 
brick and used for the housing of 
the pauper poor of the county and 
such other imbecile 
and 
insane 


persons that are or may be sent 
theie. The cellars, 
store rooms, 


vegetable kitchen, and boiler room* 
occupy the basement. 
The 
office 


and reception, roomf dining rooms, 
kitchen, day rooms, call rooms and 
cells for thefinsiule on either side 
of the main- Bttldlng «qcupy the 
first floor, doffflltories ''»nd 'bed 
rooms occupy tbe Upper floor. In 
the rear of thia building is a brick' 
building, used for laandry pur- 
poses. 
A very fine root house for 


vegetables has been 
constructed 


and hot beds and hot houses occupy 
the grounds adjacent. A short dis- 
tance northeast 
from 
the main 


building is a new brick residence 
for the use of the superintendent's 
family 
and some ' of the help. 


Southwest from the main building 
are two large frame barns used for 
stock, hay, grain, vegetables and 
farm machinery, etc. 


The superintendent 
receives 
a 


salary of nine hundred (?9QO) dol- 
lars per annum. 
There are nine 


assistants employed andtthe labor 
of some of thf; Inmates is also util- 
ized to do the' work reflulretl. 
All 


salaries and Other eipejwtt of the 
institution «re paid frofll'the funds 
of the county. 
The expenses for 


maintenance and the necessary re- 
pairs and improvements 
and al! 


other expenses required over and 
above the receipt* from the pro- 
ducts and earnings of the farm 
. requires an appropriation from the 
county treasury of about six thous 
and ($8,000) dollars per annum. 


At the time of thft first vis! 


there were 113 inmates, most of 
whom were kept in day 
rooms 


some working, and at night wer< 
retired to the 
dormitories. 
Thi 


dangerous insane patients wer 
kept locked in their cells In th 
insane wards. 


There are four bath tubs for" us 


of the inmates, who are require 
to tathe ones every week, at whlcl 
time they receive clean underwear 
The clothing and bedding were i 
good condition, 
sufficient and o 


good quality. 
The bedsteads are 


mostly of 
iron, painted 
white. 


There are some old wooden ones In 
the men's dormitories which should 
be replaced by iron ones same as 
now in use in the other dormitories. 
The cooking facilities are good and 
ample for a much larger popula- 
tion. ' The food is wholesome, 
thoroughly cooked, 
sufficient 
in 


quantity and of good quality. The 
health of the inmates is good. A 
physician attends at stated times 
and on call. 
A good supply of 


pure water from wells Is pumped to 
all parts of the institution and in 
sufficient quantity to also supply 
the 6rphftns' home near by. ' The 
cells, coiridora, dormi^oties, "day 
rooms, kitchens, and'(fij fact every 
department presented a cleanly ap- 
pearance. 
The institution is well 


lighted with gas and heated by 
steam; ventilation is as good as 
the construction of the buildings 
will admit of; sewerage fair. The 
fences, with the exception of the 
front iron fence, are in very bad 
condition. 
The stock is in good 


condition and large quantities of 
grain, hny, vegetables, etc., were 
in the bains, find meats, pickles, 
vegetables and canned goods were 
stored in the cellars for future use. 
Books for keeping accounts and a 
record of the inmates are kept in 
the office. 


On our second visit the number 


of inmates was 141, an increase 
over last visit of 28. This increase 
is caused by tramps seeking win- 
ter quarters. The walls in the cor- 
ridors had been painted and pre- 
sented a very much Improved ap- 
pearance. All parts of the institu- 
tion were clean and no odor was 
perceptible. 


On'Our third visit the number of 


Inmates was 97, a decrease from 
last visit of 44; the tramps had 
flown. The walls and woodwork 
in the dormitories, day rooms, cor- 
ridors, porches and window frames 
had been painted, the floors oiled 
and 
every 
depaitment 
in 
the 


building presented a fine appear- 
ance. No odor could be detected 
about the institution and the in- 
mates had the appearance of being 
well cared for. 


The board take pleasure in com- 


mending the management for the 
cleanly and cheerful appearance of 
every department in the 
institu- 


tion and for the kind and humane 
treatment of the unfortunate be- 
ings committed to 
their 
care. 


They also renew their 
previous 


recommendations 
and ui ge the 


construction at an early day of 
covered porches, with strong wire 
netting in front of and in the rear 
of each of the wing* where the In- 
sane are kept, to enable those pa- 
tient a'who are not required to 'fee 
locked? up in the day tiifl^.an op- 
portuMty to obtain out door* *ir attd 
recresMon. A cement floor shwld 
be constructed in the basement of 
the main building; 
most of the 


common labor could be done by the 
inmates and the cost would 
be 


nominal. 
Manholes, 
with venti- 


lated tops, should be placed in the 
main sewer at proper distances be- 
tween the buildings and the river. 
A new floor is very much needed in 
the men's day room. A suitable 
hospital, with all the modern appli- 
ances, should be constructed at an 
early day for the care of the pauper 
poor of the county. Fences should 
be constructed where needed. 


THE ORPHANS' HOME, 


This institution is located on the 


Bluffton 
road 
a short 
distance 


north of the county poor asylum 
It is conducted by a board of man- 
agers and presided* over, by 
matron and six 
Mflstanta. 


salary of the matron is four hun- 
dred and eighty ($480) dollars per 
annum, The county pays twenty- 
five cents per day per capita for all 
inmates and the deficiency is met 
by donations from citizens. 


The institution owns three acres 


of good land, valued at $500 per 
acre. 
The westerly Hue the Bluff- 


ton road and its easterly line Is the 
St. Mary's river. 
An old orchard 


of about thirty trees, mostly non- 
producing, are distributed over the 
ground, furnishing 
good shade 


The Institution has the use of nn 
additional acre from the county 
poor farm for gardening and raia- 
ing v«g*t*Wee. f or use of the chll 
dreil, 
The main building, con 


structed of brick, is centrally lo 
cated on the grounds. 
In Its ra 


and on the river btuk la 9. frame 
barn and one snUkll frame build- 
Ing. 
The main building, practic- 


ally new, has had a large addition 
recently constructed, and now the 
institution can accommodate about 
seventy-five inmates. 
The build- 


ing Is well adapted for the purposes 
used. 
The ventilation and sewer- 


age is good, it la heated and light- 
ed by natural gas and all the sani- 
tary conditions are excellent. No 
odor can be detected in or about 
the building. 
Cleanliness is ob- 


servable everywhere, and the ab- 
sence of institutional life is one of 
the leading features. 
Bathing fa- 


cilities are ample for many more 
than can be accommodted in the 
building. 
All children are re- 


quired to bathe once each week, 
the babes each day. 
Clean gar- 


ments are furnished on bathing 
days to all. 


The clothing for the children is 


of excellent quality and n.ire is 
taken to have each garment neatly 
fitted to the child who we.".s it. 


The bedding is of good quality 


and sufficient for all wants. 
The 


furniture is new, the bedsteads are 
iron painted white, and the cook- 
ing facilities are sufficient to meet 
all demands. 
The food is wel; 


prepared, wholesome and thoiough- 
ly cooked. 
The health of the chil- 


dren is good and their cheerfulness 
and cleanly appearance indicate 
that the best of care has been be- 
stowed upon them. 
A physician 


regularly attends and is subject to 
call at any time. 
Reading mat- 


ter is upplied by donations. 
The 


boys are employed in the yatds, 
grounds, garden and bains; the 
girls assist lil cooking and working 
in the dining1 looms and dormi- 
tories and are instructed in needle 
work. 
All children attend school, 


excepting those who are too young; 
they also attend Sunday school and 
the older girls attend chinch 


Our visit was mad« November 


11, 1889. 
There were then thiity- 


nine children in the institution, 
most 
of whom were attending 


school. 
The school house located 


on the grounds was destroyed by 
flre. 
The children aie compelled 


to go elsewhere to attend school 
All that can be accommodated at- 
tend the township school near by, 
while others are conveyed a dis- 
tance of two miles. 


Our next visit was on Maich 1, 


1900. 
There were then thirty- 


eight children, about1 thirty of 
whom were attending school. Ev- 
ery department was in excellent 
condition and entirely satisfactory. 
The new addition1 was fltarfng com- 
pletion.

Our last visit was Jtfffe 1.1900. 


There were then thiity-iiine chil- 
dren, twenty-'nine of whom were 
attending school. 
The new addi- 


tion was occupied and the hereto- 
fore crowded condition of the insti- 
tution was relieved 
The dormi- 


tories, with their clean floors and 
white covered beds, presented a 
fine appearance. 
The kitchen and 


dining rooms are now larger and 
the home-like appearance of the 
entire institution is noticeable. 
The management is to be con- 
gratulated for having the seivices 
of so competent a mation and as- 
sistants. 


We renew our recommendations 


regarding the impel ative necessity 
of having a school house construct- 
ed on the giounds at an early day. 
There should be a fence* alorig the 
river bank to protect the children 
from accidents when the water in 
the river is high. 
The floors in 


the bath rooms should be replaced, 
andialeo In the new dining room; 
especially that part that was occu- 
pied by the old kitchen. The walls 
should be uniform in color. Where 
th« new addition joins the old the 
plastering joins the painted walls, 
which has- an unfinished appear- 
ance. 


THE COUNTY JAIL. 


This institution is situated on 


the west side of Calhoun street, be- 
tween Superior street and the St. 
Mary's river. 
It is built of brick 


with a wall of brick enclosing f 
yard In the rear. 
The building 


contains a residence for the sher- 
iff's 
family, an office, cells 
foi 


women and a dining loom, dining 
room foi men, and the rear is a 
large cell house with a block of 
forty cells, ten cells in each tier, 
of two tiers high, making! twenty 
cells facing the outer walls on 
either side of the building. 
The 


block of cells- has a corridor on its 
three sides, quite narrow, and a 
gallery constructed of iron on eith- 
er tide, to amit prisoners to the 
cells on the upper tiers. 
These 


galleries are connected with cor 
ridoia bdow by iron stairways 
Thei cell room is very poorly light 
ed, the windows very narrow and 
not sufficient in number to meet 
the requirements. 
The ventlla 


tion is very poor and should be 
lemedied, which could be done at a 
nominal expense, 
The sewerage 


la very defective and the sanitary 
conditions vile, 
This condition i 


due laigely to the defective con 
structton of the building. 
Th 


buildings are well heated and sup 
plied with water from the city 
mains. 
In the main building th 


office and dining room for men »n. 
the cells and 
dining 
room fo 


women were 1>ett«r ventilated an 


presented' a much bettor-appear* 
ance. 


Our first visit was mad« Novem- 


ber 20, 1899. There were then 
thirty-four men and five women, 
making a total of thirty-nine pris- 
oners. 
The food is furnished by 


the sheriff and is sufficient in quan- 
tity, wholesome, 
well prepared, 


thoroughly cooked and is served in 
the dining i corns. 


The resident part of the building, 


the women's department, the office 
and men's dining room are kept 
cleanly and in a sanitary condition; 
in fact, the piemi&ea generally pie- 
sented a fine appearance. 
The 


men's cells and cell room were in 
not as good condition. 


Our second visit was made March 


1, 1900. The cleanliness of the 
men's department was very much 
Improved. 
Ail parts of the insti- 


tution piesented a cleanly appear- 
ance and the sanitary canditions 
were better. 


Our thiid visit was made June 1. 


1900. The condition of the mnni 
building and the piemises met wit'i 
the approval of the committee of 
the board making the inspect sn 
The c»ll house and cells in tha 
men's department did nat impress 
the committee as at all favofable. 
The air was bad from 
defective 


sewage and ventilation, the cells, 
corridors and windows were not 
clean and the general appeavanc» 
was not as favoiable HS in March 
last. It is tru- that the weather 
had much to do with the general 
appearance of this part of the ja'l 
The dampness affects the stone 


and cells so much during- 


weather that it is impossible 


to keep the interior1 of the jail diy. 
It had rained every day for one 
week prior to the committee's visit 
and the conditions were not at all 
favorable. 
There were thirty-two 


men in the corridors, some cf whom 
had just come from work 
Sams of 


thorn were smoking and chewing 
tobacco, -which contributed largely 
to the conditions that were pre- 
sented. 


The committees recommend that 


the ventilation and sewage be im- 
proved and that the closets in the 
cells tie removed and night soil 
buckets be substituted therefor; 
that a suitable dump connected 
with the main sewer be constructed 
in the yaid, where the buckets can 
be emptied, disinfected and aired. 
The closets in the celfs are ctf the 
old style and must contribute large- 
ly to the odor that is perceptible in 
this department. Windows should 
be placed between those now in tUe 
cell houses and, if possible, sky- 
lights constructed in the icof to af- 
foid light and all. A suitable 
place for the young hoys should be 
provided in the main building, sep- 
arate and rrmote from the older 
inmates. If such a law is not on 
our statute hooks, one should he 
enacted 'by our next legislature 
clothing sheriffs with power to 
compel all priEoneis sentenced to 
the jails to work at such la'bor as 
his -or her health will admit of, and 
also to prescribe similar rules of 
discipline to those in force in work- 
houses and like institutions to gov- 
ern Jails. 
'HE CITY STATION. 


The police station occupies and is 


pait of the city hall building. The 
superintendent's 
office and 
the 


mayor's court room occupy part of 
the first floor In the basement 
there is an office, an assembly room, 
one large open grated cell for 
women, one large loom paitltioned 
with brick and plastered, used foi 
tramps. There are eifcht cells used 
tfoi male prlsoiiers, 
constructed 


with stone flows. *idss and rear 
and fo^ the tops, fronts and doors, 
iron gratings' "are used. 
The=>e 


cdls are in one block, four on 
either side, with corridors on east, 
west and south sides. 
The cell 


room is lighted by v/irdows on the 
east side and is partitioned from 
tne m<*in hall by iron gratings. 
Across the hallway, opposite the 
cell room, is a large ventilating 
shaft, which gives excellent ven- 
tilation for the entiie basement. 
The hallway extends to the assem- 
bly room and passes by-the cell 
used for tramps and the womsu's 
cell. The sewage is good, steam 
heat is used, city water i3 connectsd 
and carried where nerded. 
The 


cells, cell looms and the entire 
quarters presented a cleanly ap- 
pearance. 
At 
the 
subsequent 


visits, March 1 and June 1. 1900, 
the same conditions as to sanita- 
tion, 
ventilation, 
sewage 
and 


cleanliness existed and merits our 
approval. 


The board i acommends that ihte 


room now used for trtunps be fitted 
up for the nse of women prisoners 
and the cell now used ior women 
be used for the tramps 
The siui- 


ation of the cell now used for wo 
men is such that all persons mmt 
pass and repass it when going to 
and returning from the room used 
for tramps and the cells used fo 
male prisoners. The women's cell 
is but a ehort distance from thr 
cells utfed for male prisoners, ana 
all having open gratings, sounds 
and conversations can be «4 
heard by the sexes.

THE ST. JOSEPH HOSPITAL. 


This hospital occupies the half 


block bounded on the east by 
Broadway, on the west by Van 
Buren street, on the south by an 
alley and on the noith by Main 
street, in the city cf Tort Wayne. 
The building was erected far hotel 
purposes and was known as the 
"Bockhlll house," 
Extensive ad- 


dations have been made and the 
original building so lemodeled as 
to meet the requirements fir which 
it Is now used. This hospital is 
managed by the Sisteia of the E> 
man Catholic faith, who are known 
as tlie "Poor Handmaids of Christ." 
The county pays to the hospital for 
the treatment of those casts only 
whose circumstances aie such that 
they must he cared for out of 
moneys Appropriated out of the 
county treasury for charitable pur- 
poses. The committee cf the hoard 
was shown through every depart- 
ment and accorded every facility to 
inspect each. 
Everywhere order 


and system prevailed 
The floors, 


halls, rooms, kitchens and bidding 
presented a cleanly appearance; the 
atmosphere throughout was good, 
and the ventilation and sewage ex- 
cellent. 


It is well lighted and heated by 


steam heat. The water sdpply is 
fiom the city mains. The sick are 
cared for in a humane and tender 
•manner and aie furnished with the 
piopei food and all the delicacies 
^hat their condition will aAmit of 
The meals foi the patients are pre- 
pared in the general kitchen and 
sent to the kitchens on each floor 
by elevators, where a cotps of 
'waiters distribute tl«m to each pa- 
tient, a system by which the pa- 
tients are all fed at the same time. 
'All ovals must 'he served in ac- 
cordance with the directions. 


Our first visit was mtade Novem- 


ber 20. 1899 
On the next visit, 


March 2, 1900, we found that the 
number of patients had greatly in- 
creased. On our last visit, Kay 
29, 1900, -we were again shown 
through the several departments. 
They all presented the same cleanly 
hppeaiance as before. The board 
takes pleasure in commending the 
excellent management. 


THE HOPE HOSPITAL 


This hospital is situated on the 


southwest corner of Barr and 
"Washington streets, in the city of' 
Fort Wayne. 
The building is of 


brick and was originally con- 
structed for a dwelling. 
It has 


been remodeled -and additions built 
from time to time as the wants de- 
manded, and is now quite we'll ap- 
pointed for hospital uses. 
The 


county pays about the dime amount 
of money per annum to this hos- 
pital as it does to the St. Joseph 
hospital for the care of the same 
class of eases. The situation was 
much the same as at the othei hos- 
pital, cveiything clean and all con- 
'ditions very favorable, 


FriKn the Tort Wayne College of 


Medicine and the physicians of the 
city bath hospitals are furnlsheJ 
with the best medical skill that can 
be obtained. The sick receive ten- 
dei and humane treatment and 
eveiything is done to m'ike th^m 
cheeiful and happy. This hospital 
-was visited on same dates as the St. 
Joseph, by a committee cf the 
'board. 
The 
board 
recommends 


tbat the kitchen, which is now in 
the basement, be converted to other 
uses and that a suitable kitchen be 
constructed above ground. 
The 


board takes pleasure In commend- 
ing the management. 


SCHOOL FOK PEBBLE MINDED. 


This is a state institution and is 


situated about two miles north of 
the city of Fort Wayne The insti- 
tution is built of brick and is fairly 
well ventilated by natural ventila- 
tion. It is heated by steam direct 
and indirect ladiation. 
The hos- 


pital is heated by furnace, the new 
addition by a hot water system 
The lighting is by electricity. The 
water supply is from a deep we]l on 
the grounds, with « pump run by 
a gas engine conveying the wa' 
into a reservoir, from which it is 
forced to all parts of the institution 
by a laige duplex pump 
Ths 


watei is very'gesd. bemg free from 
contamination and other organic 
matter. There ais ample facilities 
for bathing and other sanitaiy 
purposes, The childien's clothing 
Is kept clean. 
They are divided 


into seveial classes, some bathe 
every day, some bathe twice 
i* 


week, while otheis bathe 
DHCP a 


week, and their underclothing is 
changed whenever 
they bathe 


Inmates are classified as acemately 
'as possible; as the nun^r increase 
this classification becomes bettei 
The greatest need at present is 
complete separation between th 
brighter and lower grade iirant«s 
This 'has been attained as far as th 
lower grade girls are concerned, by 
the opening of the ntw biuldiHg, 
•which has been completed and IB 
now occupied by them. Similar ac- 
commodations are urgently needed 
for the lowei grade boys, and a 
great enlargement of the whole m- 


,(i*t}tutjon is desirable because of tho 
j man* hundreds of the idiotic and 


Imbecile now in the **at« who are 
receiving no proper caw tad who 


can receive propitiate < 
institution of tbfibfclnd. 


There U a commodious and well 


managed 
hospital In a detached 


building. 
In thin building then 


in a nursery for the smaller grad* 
of boys who, although not sick, re* 
quire nursing. 
The sick Inmates 


tire well cared for by a resident 
physician, assisted by an Interne. 
A mile and three-quarters northeast 
from the Institution is a farm col- 
ony. On it is one frame building 
containing kitchen, 
dining room, 


dormitories and rooms for the help, 
and a bilck wing which is to be 
eventually a part of a large bride 
building. There is also a very 
good equipment of barns, sheds, 
piggeries, etc., and the whole la 
kept in excellent order. An appro- 
prlation has been made by the state 
to enlarge the bulldngs 
on 
the 


farm. Here are kept about seven- 
ty-five of the older boys of the 
middle and higher grades, who are 
employed at farming, dairying and 
brick making, and they are prac- 
tically self-sustaining, as the value 
of tbe products sent to the institu- 
tion is equal to the cost of tbeir 
support over and above the value 
of the food which they raise and 
consume. Further extensions and 
other colonies arc in contemplation. 


Throughout the institution 
the 


woik is divided Into departments 
under the charge of an employe 
who supervises the labor of the in- 
mates. 
All clothing, shoes, mat- 


tresses, etc., used by the children 
are made by them, and a bakery 
which supplies the institution with 
about 400 loaves of bread dally is 
conducted by one man with four 
boys as helpers. 


The school, which is in a detach'd 


building, has about 320 
pupils; 


some of them go to school in lb« 
morning, others in the afternoon; 
a few have an hour or an hour flnd 
a half in the morning as well as in 
the afternoon. 
Some children go 


for callsthenic exercises and sing- 
ing alone. There is also a night 
Gchool for the older children who 
are employed in the industrial de- 
partments. The puipose of the 
school is to fit the children for use- 
ful employment; 
to make them 


happy and able to take pleasure In 
innocent ways, 


The Institution was visited by a 


committee of the boa id on Novem- 
ber 24th, 1899, March 2, 1900, and 
June 2, l&OO. The absence of that 
odor so pronounced in institutions 
of this character was observable. 
The cleanliness of the 
inmates, 


their clothing, bedding, sleeping 
apartments, 
hospital, 
kitchens, 


dining looms, corridors and work- 
shops presented the same cleanly 
appearance at each of our visits, 
showing that a system WRS adopted 
and caiefully carried out through- 
out this well conducted institution. 
We congratulate the school for the 
feeble minded youth that they are 
able at the present time to accept 
all girls for whom application IB 
made under the laws as they now 
exist. We deplore the presence of 
feeble-minded and idiotic women 
under the age of forty-five now In 
the county poor asylums and sug- 
gest that the laws governing ad- 
mission be changed so that they 
can be received in the school for 
the feeble minded, 
so as 
to be 


properly protected 
It this Is done 


it will be necessary 
to provide 


more 
accommodations. We sug- 


gest the need of continuing 
the 


policy of the past two years, by 
which the capacity of the institu- 
tion has been gradually increased 
at a very low rate of cost. We 
suggest that for the next two years 
extensions should be made for at 
least two hundred persons annual- 
ly, as there are at present nearly 
one hundred more boys on the wait- 
ing list than the buildings to be 
erected this year will 
accommo- 


date, and many o£ them are very 
disties&ing 
and 
urgent 
cases. 


Many boys who might be fitted for 
usefulness, if not made entirely 
self-supporting, 
being 
debarred 


the training necessary to this end, 
are becoming more degraded and 
more burdensome every day and 
will soon be beyond any help in the 
way of education 


Sunciiy mmoi improvements ara 


badly needed. 
The water supply 


needs extension by the building of 
a lescrvoir of sufficient capacity to 
hold (it least three days' supply. 
Thine is need of more rooms for the 
help. 
A new paint shop should 


leplace the one now used, which la 
but a flre-trap and should be re- 
moved. 
The administration Is to 


be commended for its 
policy in 


making improvements which pro- 
mote efficiency and economy. 


The offlceis of all the institutions 


Recorded the committee every fa- 
cility to inspect the minutest de- 
tails as to the management of each. 
The board feele gratified at tht 
condition of the several institu- 
tions and notes a marked improve* 
ment since their fiist visits. It li 
strongly of the opinion that the in- 
stitutions located in Allen county 
will compaie favorably with tfit 
best in our state.

Sir:—In 


accordance with the requirements 
of "An act to provide boards of 
county 'charities find 
corrections, 


and define the powers and duties of 
said hoards," the undersigned take 
pleasure in submitting this, their 
report covering the period 
from 


August 3, 1899, to June 4, 1900. 


The board was organized and ap- 


pointed-August 3, 1899, and elected 
its officers cs provided iu said act. 
It submitted reports to the stats 
board of charities and to the county 
commissioners of Allen county for 
the quarters ending 
December 4, 


1899, and March 5, 1900. 
They 


will also forward to said bodies 
copies of this rsport cs required by 
law. 


The In\v requires this boiird, or a 


committee of the board, to visit- Hie 
several Institutions in the county 
at least, once during each quarter 
in each year, but does not provide 
the means with which they can 
reach those institutions thnt are 
situated remote from the city, a 
defect.-'in,'the law-which, the next 
legislature should rectify.' 
HE COUNTY POOR ASYLUM. 


This board, or a committee there- 


of, visited this institution Novem- 
ber 11, 1899, March 1, 1900, nnd 
June 1. 1900, in all three times. 


The Allen county poor asylum is 


situated on the west side of the 
Bluffton road, about one-half mile 
southwest from the bridge 
over 


the St. Marys river. 
The 
farm 


contains two 
hundred 
and five 


acres (205), and is mostly under 
cultivation with the exception of 
the portions'occupied by the build- 
ings and grounds. 


The building1 now used for a part 


of the main institution was built 
some years ago. 
Additions have 


been made from time to time as the 
requirements demanded, nnd it is 
now of sufficient capacity to ac- 
commodate many more 
than its 


present population. It is built of 
brick and used for the housing of 
the pauper poor of the county and 
such other imbecile 
and 
insane 


persons that are or may be sent 
there. 
The cellars, 
store rooms, 


vegetable kitchen and boiler rooms 
occupy the basement. 
The 
office 


and reception room, dining rooms, 
kitchen, day rooms, call rooms and 
cells for the:;insane on either side 
of the main- building occupy. the 
first floor, dormitories, '.and bed 
,-ooms occupy the upper floor. In 
the rear of this building is a brick 
building, used for 
laundry 
pur- 


poses. 
A very fine root house for 


vegetables has been 
constructed 


and hot beds nnd hot houses occupy 
the grounds adjacent. A short dis- 
tance northeast 
from 
the main 


building is a new brick residence 
for the use of the superintendent's 
family 
nnd 
some ' of the help. 


Southwest from the main building 
ire two large frame barns used for 
;tock, hay, grain, vegetables and 
farm machinery, etc. 


The superintendent 
receives 
a 


salary of nine hundred ($900) dol- 
lars per annum. 
There are nine 


assistants employed and the labor 
of some of the. inmates is also util- 
ized to do the work required.- All 
salaries and other expenses of the 
institution are paid from the fuuds 
of the county. 
The expenses for 


maintenance and.tlie necessary re- 
pairs and improvements 
and all 


other expenses required over and 
above the receipts from the pro- 
ducts and earnings of the farm, 
requires an appropriation from the 
county treasury of about six thous- 
and ($0,000) dollars per annum. 


At the time of the first 
visit 


there were 113 inmates, most of 
whom were kept in day 
rooms, 


some working, nnd at night were 
retired to the 
dormitories. 
The 


dangerous insane : patients were 
kept locked in their cells in the 
insane wards. 


There are four bath tubs for" use 


of the inmates, who are rcqulrec 
to'-liatho once every week, at which 
time they receive clean underwear 
The- clothing and bedding were in 
good condition, 
sufficient and'of 


good quality. 
The bedsteads are 


mostly of 
iron, 
painted white. 


There are some old wooden ones In 
the men's dormitories which should 
be replaced by iron ones same as 
now in use in the other dormitories. 
The cooking facilities are good and 
ample for a much larger popula- 
tion. ' The food 
is wholesome, 


thoroughly cooked, 
sufficient 
in 


quantity and of good quality. The 
health of the inmates is good. A 
physician attends at stated times 
nnd on call. 
A good supply 
of 


pure water from wells is pumped to 
all parts of the institution nnd in 
sufficient quantity to also supply 
the-"orphans' home nea'r by." The 
cells, corridors, dormitories, '""d'ay 
rooms, kitchens, and '';ii* fnct every 
department presented a cleanly ap- 
pearance. 
The institution is well 


lighted with gas nnd heated by 
steam; ventilation is as good as 
the construction of the buildings 
will admit of; sewerage fair. 
The 


fences, with the exception of the 
front iron fence, are in very bad 
condition. 
The stock is in good 


condition and large quantities of 
grain, hay, vegetables, etc., were 
in the burns, and meats, pickles, 
vegetables and canned goods were: 
stored in the cellars for future use. 
Books for keeping accounts and a 
record of the inmates are kept in 
tho office. 


On our second visit the number 


of inmates was 141, an increase 
over last visit of 28. This increase 
is caused by tramps seeking win- 
ter quarters. The walls in the cor- 
ridors had been painted and pre- 
sented n very much improved ap- 
pearance. All parts of the institu- 
tion were clean and no odor was 
perceptible. 


On'our third visit the number of 


inmates was 97, a decrease from 
Inst visit of 44; the tramps had 
flown. 
The walls and woodwork 


in the dormitories, day rooms, cor- 
ridors, porches and window frames 
had been painted, the floors oiled 
and 
every 
department 
in 
the 


building presented a fine appear- 
mice. 
No odor could be detected 


about the institution and the in- 
mates had the appearance of being 
well cared for. 


The board take pleasure in com- 


menting the management for the 
cleanly and cheerful appearance of 
every department in the 
institu- 


tion and for the kind and humane 
treatment of the unfortunate be- 
ings committed 
to 
their 
care. 


They also renew 
their 
previous 


recommendations 
and 
urge 
the 


construction at an early day of : 


covered porches, with strong wire 
netting in front of and in the rear 
of each of the wings where the in- 
sane are kept, to enable those pa- 
tients^.who are not1 required to'be 
locked-5 up in the day time^an-op- 
port u'inty to obtain outdoor -air and 
recreation. A cement floor should 
be constructed in the basement of 
the main building; 
most of the 


common labor could be done by the 
inmates and the cost would 
be 


nominal. 
Manholes, 
with venti- 


lated tops, should be placed in the 
main sewer at proper distances be- 
tween the buildings and the river. 
A new floor is very much needed in 
the men's day room. 
A 
suitable 


hospital, with all the modern appli- 
ances, should bo constructed fit an 
early day for the care of the pauper 
poor of the county. 
Fences should 


be constructed where needed. 


THE ORPHANS' HOME. 


This institution'is located on the 


Elufftoii 
road 
a short 
distance 


north of the county poor asylum. 
It is conducted by a board of man- 
p.gers and presided;, over. 
by. a, 


matron nnd six "assistants. 
Tlie 


salary of tlie matron is four hun- 
dred and eighty ($480) dollars per 
annum. The county pays twenty- 
five cents per day per capita for all 
inmates and the deficiency is met 
by donations from, citizens. 


The institution'owns three acres 


of good land, valued at $500 per 
acre. 
The westerly line the Bluff- 


ton road and Its easterly line is the 
St. Mary's river. 
An old orchard 


of about thirty trees, mostly non- 
producing, are distributed over the 
ground, furnishing 
good shade. 


The institution has the use of an 
additional acre from the county 
poor farm for gardening and rais- 


• ingiivegMtublesMfor use of the chil- 


dren.' 
The . main building, con- 


structed of brick, is centrally lo- 
cated on the grounds. 
In its rear 


nnd on the river bank is a frnnn 
barn and one small frame build 
Ing.' The main building-, practic 
ally new, has had a large adclitioi 
recently constructed, and now tin 
institution can accommodate abou 
seventy-five inmates. 
The build 


ing is well adapted for the purpose: 
used. 
The ventilation and sewer 


age is good, it is heated and light 
cd by natural gas nnd all the sani- 
tary conditions are excellent. N( 
odor can be detected in or aboul 
the building. 
Cleanliness is ob- 


servable everywhere, and the ab- 
sence of institutional life is one ol 
the leading- features, 
Bn thing fa- 


cilities are ample for many more 
than can be accommodted in the 
building'. 
All children 
are re- 


. quired to bathe once each week, 


the babes each day. 
Clean gar- 


ments are furnished on bathing 
days to all. 


The clothing for the children is 


of excellent quality and care is 
taken to have each garment neatly 
fitted to the child who we.irs it. 


The bedding is of good quality 


and sufficient for all wants. 
The 


furniture is new, the bedsteads are 
iron pain-ted white, and the cook- 
ing facilities are sufficient to meet 
all demands. 
The food is wel'i 


prepared, wholesome and thorough- 
ly cooked. 
Tlie health of the chil- 


dren Is good and their cheerfulness 
and cleanly appearance indicate 
that the best of care has been be- 
stowed upon them. 
A physician 


regularly attends and is subject to 
call at any time. 
Beading mat- 


ter is upplied by donations. 
The 


boys are employed in the yards, 
grounds, garden and barns; the 
girls assist ii\ cooking and working 
in the dining rooms and dormi- 


:: lories and are instructed in needle 
-work. 
All children attend school, 


excepting those who are too young; 
they also attend Sunday school and 
the older girls attend church. 


Our visit was made November 


11, 1899. 
There were then thirty- 


nine children in the institution, 
most 
of whom wore attending 


school. 
The school house located 


on the grounds was destroyed by 
fire. 
The children are compelled 


to go elsewhere to attend school. 
All that can be accommodated at- 
tend the township school near by, 
while others are conveyed a dis- 
tance of two miles. 


Our next visit was on March 1. 


1900. 
There were then thirty-. 


eight children, . about' thirty of 
whom were attending school. Ev- 
ery department was in excellent 
condition and entirely satisfactory. 
The new addition was muring com- 
pletion. 
' ' 
'•' 


Our last visit-'was June 1.1900. 


There were then thirty-nine chij- 
dreii, twenty'"nine of whom were 
attending school. 
The new addi- 


tion was occupied nnd the hereto- 
fore crowded condition of the insti- 
tution was relieved. 
The dormi- 


tories, -with their clean floors and 
white covered beds, presented a 
fine appearance. . The kitchen and 
dining rooms are now larger and 
the home-like appearance of the 
entire 
institution 
is noticeable. 


The management is to -"be con- 
gratulated for having the services 
of so competent a matron and as- 
sistants, 


We renew our recommendations 


regarding the imperative necessity 
of having a school house construct- 
ed on the grounds at an early day. 
There should be a fence along the 
river bank to prefect the children 
from accidents when the water in 
the river is high. 
The floors in 


the bath rooms should he replaced, 
and lalso in the new dining room; 
especially that part that was occu- 
pied by the old kitchen. The walls 
: should be uniform in color. Where 
-the 
new addition joins the old the 


plastering joins the painted walls, 
which has an unfinished appear- 
ance. 


THE COUNTY JAIL. 


This institution is situated on 


the west side of Calhoun street, be- 
tween Superior street and the St. 
Mary's river. 
It is built of brick 


with a wall of brick enclosing- n 
yard in the rear. 
The building 


contains a residence for the sher- 
iff's 
familj', an office, cells 
for 


women and a dining-room, dining 
room for men, and the rear is n 
large cell house with a block o£ 
forty cells, ten cells in each tier, 
of two tiers high, making twenty 
cells facing the outer walls on 
either side of the building. 
The 


block of cells has a corridor on its 
three sides, quite narrow, and a 
gallery constructed of iron on eith- 
er side, to ftmit prisoners to the 
cells on the upper tiers. 
These 


. galleries are connected with, cor- 
ridors below by iron stairways. 
Tha cell room is very poorly light- 
ed, the windows very narrow and 
not sufficient in number to meet 
the requirements. 
The ventila- 


tion is very poor and should be 
remedied, which could be done at a 
nominal expense. 
Tlie sewerage 


is very defective and the sanitary 
conditions vile. 
This condition is 


due largely to the defective con- 
struction of the building. 
The 


buildings are well heated nnd sup 
plied with water from the city 
mains. 
In the main .building the 


office and dining room-for men 'and 
the cells and 
dining room for 


women were better ventilated and 


presented:• a much bettor-'appear- 
ance. 


Our first visit was made Novem- 


ber 20, 1800. 
There were then 


thirty-four men and five women, 
making a total of thirty-nine pris- 
oners. 
The food is furnished by 


the sheriff and is sufficient in quan- 
tity, wholesome, 
well prepared, 


thoroughly cooked and is served in 
the dining rooms. 


The resident part of the building, 


•the women's department, the office 
and men's dining room are kept 
cleanly and in a sanitary condition; 
in fact, the premises generally pie- 
sented a fine appearance. 
The 


men's cells and cell room were in 
not as good condition. 


Our second visit was.made March 


1, 1900. 
The cleanliness of the 


men's department was very much 
improved. 
All parts of the insti- 


tution presented a cleanly appear- 
ance nnd the sanitary conditions 
were better. 


Our third visit was made June i, 


1900. The condition of the main 
building nnd the premises met with 
the approval of the committee of | 
•the board making -the inspection. 
Tlie f?"ll house and cells in ths 
men's department did not impress 
the committee as at all favorable. 
The sir was bad from 
defective 


sewage and ventilation, the culls, 
corridors and windows were not 
clean and the general appearance 
was not as favorable as in March 
last. It is true -that the weather 
had much to do with the general 
appearance of this part of the jail. 
The .dampness affects 
the stone 


flagging and cells so'much during1 


rainy wentlier'that .if is impossible 
to keep the interior of -the jail dry. 
It had rained every day for one 
week prior to the committee's visit 
aud the conditions were not at all 
favorable. 
There were thirty-two 


men in the corridors, some cf whom 
had just come from work. Same ot 
Ihrm were smoking and chewing 
•tobacco, which contributed larsjtly 
to the conditions that were pre- 
sented. 


The committees recommend thnt 


the ventilation and sewage be im- 
proved and that 'the closets in thn 
cells be removed and night soil 
buckets be substituted therefor; 
that a suitable dump connected 
with the main sewer 'be constructed 
in -the yard, where the buckets can 
"be emptied, disinfected and aired. 
The closets in the cells are c'f the 
old style and must contribute large- 
ly to the odor that is perceptible in 
this department. Windows should 
be placed between those now in the 
cell houses and, if possible, sky- 
lights constructed in the roof to af- 
ford light and air. 
A suitable 


pl'nce for the young boys should be 
provided in the main building, sep- 
arate and re-mote from the older 
inmates. If such a law is not on 
our statute hooks, one should be 
enacted by our next legislature! 
clothing sheriffs with power to 
compel nil prisoners sentenced to 
(.he jails to work at such labor as 
his or her health will admit of, and 
aUo to prescribe similar rules of 
discipline to those in 'force in work- 
houses and like'institutions to gov- 
ern jails. 
'HE CITY STATION. 


The police station occupies and is 


part of the city hall building. 
The 


superintendent's 
office 
and 
the 


mayor's court room occupy part of 
the fiiit floor. In the basement 
there is an office, an assembly roam, 
one 
large open grated 
cell for 


women, one large room partitioned 
with brick and plastered, used for 
tramps. There are eight cells used. 
:for -male prisoners, 
cons true ted 


with stone floors, side's and rear, 
and for-the top's, fronts and doors, 
iron 'gratings' ''are used. 
These 


cells are iu one block, four on 
either side, with corridors on east, 
west and south sides. 
The cell 


room is lighted by v/irdows on the 
east side and is partitioned from 
the main hall by iron gratings. 
Across the hallway, opposite the 
cell room, is a large ventilating 
shaft, which gives excellent ven- 
tilation for the entire basement. 
The Jmllway extends to the assem- 
bly room and passes by - the cell 
used -for tramps and the woman's [ 
cell. The sawage is good, steam 
heat is used, city water is connected 
and carried where nerded. 
The 


cells, cell rooms and 
the entire 


quarters presented a cleanly np- 
pearimce. 
At 
the 
subsequent. 


visits, March 1 and June 1, 1900, 
the same conditions as to sanita- 
tion, 
ventilation, 
sewage 
and 


cleanliness existed and merits our 
approval. 


The board licom-meiids that lli'e 


room now used for tramps be fitted 
up for the use of women prisoners, 
and the cell now used for women 
bs used for the tramps. The sii.i- 
ntion of the cell now used for wo- 
men is such that all persons mu-;t 
pass and repass it when going to 
and returning from the room uned 
for tramps and the cells used for 
male prisoners. The women's cell 
is but a short distance from tlu; 
cells us'ed for male prisoners, ana 
all having open gratings, sounds 
'and conversations can be . easily, 
•heard by : the sexes. 
Tlio, .roam 


used for tramps is 
practically 


isolated from all other departments. 


•'The-board urges that this change 


•be made at an early day. 
' 


THE ST. JOSEPH HOSPITAL. 


This hospital occupies the hall' 


block bounded on tlie east by 
'Broadway, on the west by Van 
Buren street, on the south by an 
alley and on tlie noi th by Main 
street, in the city cf Fort "Wayne. 
The building was erected far hotel 
purposes and was known as the 
"RockhJH house." 
Extensive ad- 


ditions have been made and the 
original building so remodeled as 
to meet the requirements fsr which 
it is now used. This hospital is 
managed by the Sisters of the R?- 
man Catholic faith, who are known 
as the- "Poor Handmaids of Christ." 
The county pays to the hospital for 
the treatment of those cases only 
whose circumstances are such that 
they must be cared for out of 
moneys 'appropriated out 
of the 


county treasury for charitable pur- 
poses. The committee cf the board 
was shown throug-h e'very depart 
ment and accorded every facility t,o 
inspect each. 
Everywhere ordei 


and system prevailed. The flinrs 
halls, rooms, kitchens and bidding 
presented a cleanly 'Appearance; the 
atmosphere throughout was good, 
and the ventilation nnd sewage ex- 
cellent. 


It is well lighted and heated by 


steam heat. The water supply is 
from .the city mains. The sick are 
cared for in a humane and tender 
manner and are famished with the 
proper food and all the delicacies 
I'thst their condition will admit of. 
'The meals for the patients are pre- 
pared in the general kitchen and 
sent to the kitchens on each floor 
by elevators, where a corps of 
'waiters distribute them to each pa- 
tient, a system by which the pa- 
tients are all fed at the same time. 
'All m*als must 'be served in ac- 
cordance with the directions. 


Our first visit was mlide Novem- 


ber 20. 1899. 
On the next visit, 


March 2, 1900, we found that the 
number of patients had greatly in- 
creased. On our last visit. May 
29, 1900, -we were again shown 
through the several departments. 
They all presented Hie same cleanly 
appearance as before. The -board 
takes pleasure in commending the 
excellent management. 


THE HOPE HOSPITAL. 


This hospital is situated on the 


southwest corner 
of 
Bnrr 
and 


"Washington streets, in the city of 
Fort Wayne. 
The building is of 


brick 
and 
was 
originally 
con- 


structed for a dwelling. 
It has 


been remodeled and additions built 
from time to lime as the wants de- 
manded, mid is now quite well ap- 
pointed for hospitil uses. 
The 


county pays about the s-Jime amount 
of money per annum to this hos- 
pital as it does to the St. Joseph 
hor.pitnl for the care of the same 
class of cases. The situation was 
much -the same as at the other hos- 
pit'al, everything cle'an and all con- 
ditions very favorable. 


Frc:n tlie Fort Wayne College of 


Medicine and the physicians of the 
city both hospitals are furnisher] 
•with the best medical skill thr.t can 
be obtained. The sick receive ten- 
der and humane treatment and 
everything1 is done to m'ake thorn 
cheerful and happy. This hospital 
was visited on same dates as the St. 
•Joseph, by a committee 
c-f 
the 


•board. 
The 
board 
recommends 


that the kitchen, which is now in 
the basement, be converted to other 
uses and that a suitable kitchen be 
constructed above ground. 
The 


hoard takes pleasure in commend- 
ing the management. 


SCH-OOL FOR FEEBLE MINDDD. 


This is n state institution and is 


situated abou-L two miles north o-f 
the city of Fort Wayne. The insti- 
tution is built of brick nnd is fairly 
well ventilated by natural ventila- 
tion. It is .heated by steam direct 
and indirect radiation. 
The hos- 


pital is heated by furnace, the new 
addition -by a hot water 
system. 


The lighting is by electricity. The 
water supply is from a deep well on 
the grounds, with 'a pump run by 
a gas engine conveying the water 
into a reservoir, from which it ic 
forced to all parts of the institution 
by a large duplex pump. 
Ths 


water is vcry'good. being frea from 
contamination and other organic 
matter. There nra ample facilities 
Tor bathing nnd orher sanitary 
purposes. The children's clothing 
is kept clean. 
They 'are divider! 


into several classes, some bathe 
every day, some -bathe twice 
week, while others bathe 
OHCO a 


week, and their underclothing- is 
changed whenever 
they 
bathe. 


Inmates are classified as accurately 
'as possible; as the munbzr increase? 
this classification becomes hotter. 
The greatest need at present is a 
complete separation between the 
brighter and lower grade imn.itss 
This 'has been attained as far as the 
lower grade girls are concerned, by 
the opening of the new building, 
which has been completed and is 
now occupied by them. Similar ac- 
commodations arc urgently needed 
'for the lower grade boys, and a 
great enlargement of the whole in- 


(1stitutjon.is desirable because of flu* 


}l many hundreds o£ the idiotic and. 


imbecile now in 'the state who arc 
receiving no propei care and who 


can receive prop6i'':oare'-only»in'Ml 
institution of thls.kind.- 
' 


There is n commodious nnd well 


managed 
hospital in a detached 


building. 
In this building there 


is a nursery for the smaller grade 
of boys who, although not sick, re- 
quire nursing. 
The sick inmates 


are well cared for by a resident 
physician, assisted by an interne. 
A mile a^J three-quarters northeast 
from the institution is a farm col- 
ony. 
On it is one frame building 


containing kitchen, 
dining room, 


dormitories and rooms for the help, 
and a brick wing which is to be 
eventually a part of a large brick 
building. 
There is also 
a very 


good equipment of barns, 
sheds^ 


piggeries, etc., and the whole is 
kept in excellent order. An appro- 
priation has been made by the starg 
to enlarge the buildngs 
on the 


farm. Here are kept about seven- 
ty-five • of the older 
boys of the 


middle and higher grades, who are 
employed at farming, dairying and 
brick making, nnd they are prac- 
tically self-sustaining, as the value 
of the products sent to the institu- 
tion is equal to tlie cost of their 
support over and above the value 
of the food which they raise and 
consume. 
Further extensions nnd 


other colonies are iu contemplation. 


Throughout the institution 
the 


work is divided into departments 
under the charge of an employe 
who supervises the labor of the in- ., 
mates. 
All clothing, shoes,' mat- 


tresses, etc., used by the children 
are made by them, and a bakery 
which supplies the institution with 
about 400 loaves of bread-'daily is 
conducted . by one man with four . 
boys as helpers. 


The school, which is in a detach ~d 


building, has about 320 
pupils; 


some of them go to school in t:ba 
morning, others in the ;i£ Leriiucu ; 
a few have nn hour or an hour nnd 
a half in the morning as well as in 
the afternoon. 
Some children go 


for calisthcnic exercises and sing- 
ing alone. There is also a night 
school for the older children who 
are employed iu the industrial de- 
partments. 
The 
purpose 
of the' 


school is to fit the children for use- 
ful employment; 
to make them 


happy and able to take pleasure in 
innocent ways. 


The institution was visited by a 


committee of tlie board on Novem- 
ber 24th, 1899, March 2, 1900, and 
June 2, 1000. 
The absence of that 


odor so pronounced in institutions- 
of this character was 
observable. 


The cleanliness of 
the 
inmates, 


their clothing, bedding, 
sleeping 


apartments, 
hospital, 
kitchens, 


dining rooms, corridors nnd work- 
shops presented the same cleanly 
appearance at each of our visits, 
showing that a system was adopted 
nnd carefully carried out through- 
out this well conducted institution. 
We congratulate the school for tho 
feeble minded youth that they are 
able at the present time to accept 
all g-irls tor whom application is 
made under the laws as they now 
exist. We deplore the presence of 
feeble-minded am! idiotic 
women 


under the age of forty-five now in 
tlie county poor asylums and sug- 
gest that the laws governing ad- 
mission be changed so that they 
cnn bo received in the school for 
the feeble minded, 
so as 
to be 


properly protected. If this is done 
it will be necessary 
to 
provic.0 
- 


more 
accommodations. We sug- 


gest the need of continuing 
the 


poiicy of the post two years, by 
which the capacity of the institu- 
tion has been gradually increased 
at n very low rate of 
cost. 
We 


suggest that for the next two years 
extensions should be made for at 
least two hundred persons anmial- 
ly, as there are at present nearly 
one hundred more hoys on the wait- 
ing list than the buildings to be 
erected this year will 
accommo- 


date, and many of them are very 
distressing 
and 
urgent 
cases. 


Many boys who might be fitted for 
usefulness, if not 
made entirely 


self -supporting, 
being 
debarred 


the training necessary to this end, 
are becoming more degraded and 
more burdensome 
every day and 


will soon be beyond any help in the 
way of education. 


SuiuEry minor improvements are 


badly needed. 
Tho water supply 


needs extension by the building of 
n rasnrvoir of sufficient capacity to 
hold at least three days' supply. 
There is need of more rooms for the 
help. 
A new paint shop should 


i-Gplace the one now used, which is 
but a fire-trap and should be re- 
moved. 
The administration is to 


be commended for its 
policy in 


making improvements which pro- 
mote efficiency nnd economy. 


The officers of all the institutions 


accorded the committee every fa- 
cility to inspect the minutest de- 
tr.ils as to the management of each. 
The board feels gratified at the 
condition of the 
several 
institu- 


tions and notes a marked improve- 
ment since their first visits. It is 
strongly of the opinion that the in- 
stitutions located in Allen county 
will compare favorably with 
the 


best in our state.
